WASHINGTON (AP) — The Federal 
En ergy Office has begu n lo o k in g in to 
ru mo rs that co rp o ratio n s are sto ck ­ 
p ilin g o il an d ho ardin g fu el desp ite n a­ 
tio n wide sho rtages. 
Officials said Mo n day they are in ­ 
v estigatin g p o ssible p etro leu m sto ck ­ 
p ilin g by the o il in du stry an d p o ssible 
fu el ho ardin g by the n atio n ’s railro ads 
an d tru ck in g firms. They said there 
was n o ev iden ce so far to su p p o rt the 
ru mo rs. 
The o ffice sen t telegrams to the 
n atio n ’s railro ads an d majo r tru ck in g 
firms ask in g fo r data o n fu el sto ck s. 
The req u ests were the first in what a 
sp o k esman called an effo rt “to see if 
there is an y ho ardin g go in g o n . We 
wan t to check it o u t, becau se there are 
n u mero u s ru mo rs go in g aro u n d.’’ 
The o ffice also ask ed majo r an d 
in dep en den t o il co mp an ies to su bmit 
data o n p ro du ctio n an d sto ck p ilin g. 
Un til n o w the agen cy has receiv ed 
its data fro m an o il in du stry trade 
o rgan izatio n . Gerald Parsk y , aide to 
en ergy chief William E. Simo n , said 
the o ffice wan ted direct data fro m the 
co mp an ies so it co u ld p erfo rm its o wn 
an aly sis. 


Parsk y men tio n ed ru mo rs o f o il 
co mp an y sto ck p ilin g bu t added, “We 
hav e n o t seen an y ev iden ce to in dicate 
mo re than n o rmal sto ck p ilin g.” 


As the en ergy o ffice mo v ed again st 
p o ssible ho ardin g, Atty . Gen . William 
B. Sax be threaten ed crimin al an d civ il 
actio n again st gas statio n o p erato rs 
who illegally req u ire cu sto mers to bu y 
o ther items as a co n ditio n fo r o btain in g 
gaso lin e. 


“It sho u ld be clearly u n dersto o d that 
an y o p erato r, an y where in the co u n try , 
who attemp ts to raise his p rices higher

On e co n v ict was iden tified as 
Michael Wo o ds, 2 2 , who was sho t twice 
in the abdo men an d died at a ho sp ital 
in n earby Lan caster abo u t an ho u r 
after the wo men were freed. The o ther, 
Bern ard Barbiau x , 32 , was in critical 
co n ditio n with head an d arm wo u n ds. 
The two en tered the cen ter’s reco rds

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 
Energy Office has begun looking into 
rumors that corporations are stock­ 
piling oil and hoarding fuel despite na­ 
tionwide shortages. 
Officials said Monday they are in­ 
vestigating possible petroleum stock­ 
piling by the oil industry and possible 
fuel hoarding by the nation’s railroads 
and trucking firms. They said there 
was no evidence so far to support the 
rumors. 
The office sent telegrams to the 
nation’s railroads and major trucking 
firms asking for data on fuel stocks. 
The requests were the first in what a 
spokesman called an effort “to see if 
there is any hoarding going on. We 
want to check it out, because there are 
numerous rumors going around.’’ 
The office also asked major and 
independent oil companies to submit 
data on production and stockpiling. 
Until now the agency has received 
its data from an oil industry trade 
organization. Gerald Parsky, aide to 
energy chief William E. Simon, said 
the office wanted direct data from the 
companies so it could perform its own 
analysis. 


Parsky mentioned rumors of oil 
company stockpiling but added, “We 
have not seen any evidence to indicate 
more than normal stockpiling.’’ 


As the energy office moved against 
possible hoarding, Atty. Gen. William 
B. Saxbe threatened criminal and civil 
action against gas station operators 
who illegally require customers to buy 
other items as a condition for obtaining 
gasoline. 


“It should be clearly understood that 
any operator, anywhere in the country, 
who attempts to raise his prices higher 
than the level he can justify under 
current 
federal 
ceiling 
price 
regulations, is subject to Justice 
Department action,’’ Saxbe said. 
“I am talking not only about price- 
gouging but also indirect overcharges, 
which employ some transparent 
gimmick to cover what is in fact a 
higher price for gasoline sold,” he 
said. 
And the Internal Revenue Service 
sued one of the nation’s largest oil 
com panies, Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana, to collect $49 million in ad­ 
ditional taxes. 


The IRS contended that the company 
took unjustified depreciation and 
depletion allowances during 1967, 1968 
and 1969. It also said the company 
claimed $14 million 
in 
excessive 
deductions for operations of foreign 
subsidiaries. 


Meanwhile, an Associated Press 
survey showed about 700 commercial 
airline 
flight 
departures 
were 
eliminated on Monday as a result of 
fuel cutbacks. 


Airline officials said the latest 
cutbacks did not appear to cause much 
of a problem. 
About 1,500 daily departures — 
slightly more than IO per cent of the 
total — have been canceled since the 
energy crisis began, the Air Transport 
Association said. 
Air National Guard and air reserve 
training flights, halted since Dec. 22, 
were resumed after military fuel 
allocations were increased.

And Bryan Memorial Hospital of 
Lincoln, Neb., said it has been ex­ 
periencing “shortages of all kinds of 
things that come in plastic con­ 
tainers.” 
The problems stem from the energy 
crisis. Industry sources and public 
officials have warned that some drugs 
and medical supplies might be in short 
supply, especially plastics, medicines 
and 
other 
items 
made 
from 
petrochemicals. Petrochemicals are 
by-products of oil and natural gas. 
An Associated Press survey showed 
that some hospitals around the country 
were experiencing difficulties in ob­ 
taining certain items, especially those 
made of plastic. Some reported they 
might have to switch back to glass for 
such things as syringes. No hospital 
reported stockpiling goods against 
future shortages. 
Earl Jones, director of purchasing 
for the Buffalo hospital, said the 
shortages have forced substitution and 
innovation. When the hospital couldn’t 
get a particular device used for ad- 
minstering anesthesia, it switched to a 
new kind of implement “that called for 
all kinds of changes in technique,” 
Jones said. 
Will Brown, the administrator of 
Brackenridge, said deliveries on a 
number of items have been delayed. 
“We have back orders for sheets that 
go back months,” he said. 
Bryan Memorial spokesman Jim 
Gember said: “Our hospital is finding

The American Hospital Association 
said a survey it made showed there 
was “not a whole lot of stockpiling 
going on.” The supply situation varied, 


however, from hospital to hospital, 
even in the same city.

JUNCTION CITY, Ohio (AP) - The 
ordeal was over and Helen Binckley 
cried. 


She said they were the first tears 
since she and two other women were 
taken hostage and held nearly six 
hours Monday afternoon by two 
mentally disturbed convicts. 
Highway patrolmen freed the three 
by breaking into a barricaded office at 
the Junction City Treatment Facility 
and shooting the two convicts, killing 
one and critically wounding the other. 


The facility, located in the hills of 
southeastern Ohio, about 50 miles from 
Columbus, holds less than IOO felons 
being treated for personality disturb­ 
ances. 


Mrs. Binckley, 55, said the convicts 
were upset over a court ruling ex­ 
tending their sentences. 
“They said they just couldn’t take 
another 38 months,” she said. 
One convict was identified as 
Michael Woods, 22, who was shot twice 
in the abdomen and died at a hospital 
in nearby Lancaster about an hour 
after the women were freed. The other, 
Bernard Barbiaux, 32, was in critical 
condition with head and arm wounds. 


The two entered the center’s records 
room about 1:30 p.m. and slammed a 
pipe down on one of the desks, Mrs. 
Binckley said. 
“They came at us with knives and 
threatened us if we didn’t cooperate. 
Then they barricaded the door,” she 
added.

Mrs. Binckley said that Woods had 
told her he was afraid his wife would 
leave him if his release from the center 
were delayed any longer.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio’s 
migrant labor camps would be 
licensed and regulated under a bill up 
for consideration in the House Health 
& Welfare Committee this week. 
Chairman 
Phale 
Hale, 
D-31, 
Columbus, is calling for testimony on 
the measure at a hearing at 9 a.m. 
Wednesday. Most of the week’s 
legislative activity will be in Senate 
and House committees. 
Both chambers return from weekend 
recess at 1:30 p.m. today. 
Rep. Casey Jones, I>-45 Toledo, is 
sponsor of the bill which would require 
licensing of agricultural labor camps 
consisting of any building, tent, or 
structure designed to accomodate a 
family of five workers or more. 
Most of the migrant workers go each 
year to farms in the northwest part of 
the state where Jones and others say 
living conditions and other em­ 
ployment arrangements need im­ 
provement. 
Under Jones’ bill, licensing and 
periodic inspections of the camps 
would be handled by local health 
districts. They would be based on 


standards set by the Ohio Public 
Health Council. Violators of those 
standards could be fined up to $100 for 
each day a violation continues. 
In other committee action, the House 
Ways & Means Committee plans a 
Wednesday morning hearing on a bill 
to 
implement 
a 
constitutional 
amendment that gives big families in 
Ohio a better break on their state in­ 
come tax. 
The bill eliminates an existing $3,000 
family limitation on the exemption 
that may be taken under the tax, based 
on $500 for a wage earner and $500 for 
each of up to five dependents. Sponsors 
pointed out that under the present 
policy, a couple with more than four 
children does not get equal treatment. 
Hearings are planned in both 
chambers on a bill that would return 
the observation of Veterans’ Day in 
Ohio from the fourth Monday in 
October to Nov. 11, the actual date of 
the World War I Armistice. Veteans 
organizations are behind the bill which 
is being considered tonight in the 
House and Wednesday night in the 
Senate. 
W holesale Prices Up 
Due To Food, Fuel Boosts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Surging food 
and fuel costs drove wholesale prices 
sharply upward in December, closing 
the year with the biggest overall 
yearly rise in a quarter century, the 
government said today. 
The Bureau of I^abor Statistics said 
the December seasonally adjusted 
increase of 2.2 per cent pushed 
wholesale prices in 1973 to a level 18.2 
per cent higher than a year ago, the 
biggest one-year increase since the 
31.7 per cent in 1946.

historical standards. A 2.2 per cent 
monthly rise, if continued for 12 
months, is an annual rate of 26.4 per 
cent. Whole prices rose 6.2 per cent 
seasonally adjusted and 5.8 unadjusted 
in August.

The U.S. Parole Board voted 
Monday to release the three from the 
federal prison camp at Eglin AFB in 
Florida after they have served about 
15 months of their one-to four-year 
sentences for conspiracy, burglary 
and wiretapping. 
Eugenio R. Martinez, Frank A. 
Sturgis and Virgilio R. Gonzalez, all 
from Miami, were the lowest ranking 
of the seven men originally convicted 
in the Watergate conspiracy. 
Three other Watergate conspirators, 
Bernard L. Barker, E. Howard Hunt 
and James W. McCord are free on 
bond pending the outcome of appeals. 
The seventh man, G. Gordon Liddy, 
is serving a term for contempt of court 
and has an appeal pending of his 
Watergate conviction. 
Meanwhile, the Senate Watergate 
committee returned to court to get its 
civil suit against President Nixon 
moving toward a decision. Committee 
lawyers filed a brief contending that 
jurisdictional problems had been 
resolved by an act of Congress and 
asking the court to begin consideration 
of the legal issues raised in the com­ 
mittee’s subpoena of White House 
tapes.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio’s 
m igrant labor camps would be 
licensed and regulated under a bill up 
for consideration in the House Health 
& Welfare Committee this week. 
Chairman 
Phale 
Hale, 
D-31, 
Columbus, is calling for testimony on 
the measure at a hearing at 9 a.m. 
Wednesday. Most of the week’s 
legislative activity will be in Senate 
and House committees. 
Both chambers return from weekend 
recess at 1:30 p.m. today. 
Rep. Casey Jones, D-45 Toledo, is 
sponsor of the bill which would require 
licensing of agricultural labor camps 
consisting of any building, tent, or 
structure designed to accomodate a 
family of five workers or more. 
Most of the migrant workers go each 
year to farms in the northwest part of 
the state where Jones and others say 
living conditions and other em ­ 
ployment arrangem ents need im­ 
provement. 
Under Jones’ bill, licensing and 
periodic inspections of the camps 
would be handled by local health 
districts. They would be based on 


standards set by the Ohio Public 
Health Council. Violators of those 
standards could be fined up to $100 for 
each day a violation continues. 
In other committee action, the House 
Ways ic Means Committee plans a 
Wednesday morning hearing on a bill 
to 
im plem ent 
a 
constitutional 
amendment that gives big families in 
Ohio a better break on their state in­ 
come tax. 
The bill eliminates an existing $3,000 
family limitation on the exemption 
that may be taken under the tax, based 
on $500 for a wage earner and $500 for 
each of up to five dependents. Sponsors 
pointed out that under the present 
policy, a couple with more than four 
children does not get equal treatment.

Wholesale Prices Up 
Due To Food, Fuel Boosts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Surging food 
and fuel costs drove wholesale prices 
sharply upward in December, closing 
the year with the biggest overall 
yearly rise in a quarter century, the 
government said today. 
The Bureau of I^abor Statistics said 
the December seasonally adjusted 
increase of 2.2 per cent pushed 
wholesale prices in 1973 to a level 18.2 
per cent higher than a year ago, the 
biggest one-year increase since the 
31.7 per cent in 1946. 
Wholesale price increases usually 
are reflected quickly at the retail level, 
but not necessarily all of them. Con­ 
sumer prices have been rising at an 
annual rate of more than eight per 
cent. 
The year’s overall increase meant it 
costs $145.30 to buy the same amount of 
wholesale goods that $100 purchased 
seven years ago, the base year for 
record-keeping on prices. 
The 2.2 per cent seasonally adjusted 
increase and the 2.5 per cent rise on an 
unadjusted basis in December were

historical standards. A 2.2 per cent 
monthly rise, if continued for 12 
months, is an annual rate of 26.4 per 
cent. Whole prices rose 6.2 per cent 
seasonally adjusted and 5.8 unadjusted 
in August.

climbing in November as the in­ 
flationary effects of the fuel shortage 
and the Arab oil cut-off began to show 
their impact on the economy. 
Prices of farm products, processed 
foods and feed reversed a three month 
decline and rose sharply in December 
by 1.4 per cent, the report said. 
Consumer foods, those bought by 
suppliers ready for the supermarket, 
rose five-tenths of one per cent on a 
seasonally adjusted basis and showed 
a 1.3 per cent rise before seasonal 
pricing patterns were taken into ac­ 
count. 
The explosive increase in energy 
prices that began in November con­ 
tinued last month but at a more 
moderate level. 
Wholesale prices of fuels and other 
energy products jumped 12.3 per cent 
following November’s record increase 
of 19.3 per cent. 
Leading the big rise in energy prices 
were costs of middle distillate fuels, 
mostly home heating oil, up 27 per 
cent, and light distillate fuels, mostly 
kerosene, which rose 29 per cent.

Sturgis and Virgilio R. Gonzalez, all 
from Miami, were the lowest ranking 
of the seven men originally convicted 
in the Watergate conspiracy. 
Three other Watergate conspirators, 
Bernard L. Barker, E. Howard Hunt 
and James W. McCord are free on 
bond pending the outcome of appeals. 
The seventh man, G. Gordon Liddy, 
is serving a term for contempt of court 
and has an appeal pending of his 
Watergate conviction. 
Meanwhile, the Senate Watergate 
committee returned to court to get its 
civil suit against President Nixon 
moving toward a decision. Committee 
lawyers filed a brief contending that 
jurisdictional problems had been 
resolved by an act of Congress and 
asking the court to begin consideration 
of the legal issues raised in the com­ 
mittee’s subpoena of White House 
tapes.

American Hotel Closing 
Ends Phase In History

The 
almost 
century-old 
New 
American Hotel in Circleville has 
closed its doors bringing an end to 
another phase in the history of Cir­ 
cleville. 
Commonly called 
the 
American 
Hotel, it is the last hotel in the history 
of Roundtown to succumb to inevitable 
change. Its owners, the F. 0. Patrick 
family, find that increasing expenses 
and decreasing patronage has made it 
impossible to continue operation. 
Woodrow Wilson said “ Ixjcal history 
is like an inn upon a highway; it is a 
stage upon a far journey; it is a place 
the national history has passed 
through; there, mankind has stopped 
and lodged by the way.” 
The first 
building 
where 
the 
American Hotel now stands was a two- 
story frame and brick building 
operated in the early 1850’s by John 
Rodgers. His son, Philo W. Rodgers, 
later was the proprietor and during his 
ownership the building was moder­ 
nized, enlarged and made the best 
hotel in Circleville. 
At the death of Mr. Rodgers, his 
widow operated the hotel for many 
years. In 1881 William Roth and his 
brother, George, bought the property 
from Mrs. Rodgers and in 1882 tore 
down the old building and replaced it 
with a modern structure of 65 rooms 
and named it The New American 
Hotel. In 1913 Charles and D. Edward 
Mason purchased the hotel from the 
Roth heirs. 
In the 1800’s the best dinner or 
supper with a pint of beer cost the 
patrons 21 cents; second best, 15 cents; 
best breakfast with coffee, tea or 
chocolate, 13 cents, with good beer or 
cyder, 19 cents. 
The dining room was operated by 
many well known names in the history 
of Circleville. Charles Owens was one 
of the first and later Mr. and Mrs. Roy 
Gosnell spent many years there ser­ 
ving meals known for excellence. 
Those without reservations would wait 
in the lobby until they could be served 
and often disappointed to find they 
could not be served as the food supply 
had been exhausted or choices on the

menu diminished. I ¿iter the restaurant 
was moved to E. Mound St. where it is 
currently owned and operated by Mr. 
and Mrs. Marty Sharrett. 
The stone foundation at the front of 
the hotel was kept when in the mid 
1950’s the front of the hotel was 
remodeled as it appears today. Also 
unchanged are the tile floor in the 
lobby and the iron columns at the front 
of the building where can be found 
plaques made by the Scioto Machine 
Works located on W. Main St. past 
Western Ave. The plaques were 
painted along with the columns and 
are not discernable to the casual 
passerby. 
Future plans for the vacated hotel 
are indefinite at the present time, 
however room groupings of furniture 
from Mason’s Furniture Store will 
probably be displayed in the lobby. 
The earliest tavern in this area of 
which any information is available 
was the Jefferson Inn, in the village of 
Jefferson, a town of about 400, which 
existed before Circleville was founded, 
located this side of the Circleville du 
Pont plant. Henry Neville, who 
founded the town in 1803, built the 
tavern and secured the service of a 
man named Brobst to operate it. 
Old records reveal that the first 
tavern in Circleville was kept by John 
Ludwig. The log house was built in 1810 
within the confines of the Indian earth­ 
works. The first license for keeping a 
tavern was issued to Charles Bodkins 
on July 25, 1810, by the Court of 
Common Pleas of Pickaway County. 
The Circleville House was one of the 
first of Circleville’s historic hotels and 
was located on E. Main St. and knowfn 
as the Harsha House. It is said to have 
been in operation in 1820. 
In 1837 Jacob Gossler, a very 
popular Pennsylvania German, was 
the landlord and made the place 
famous for the excellent meals served 
his guests. Isaac Douthrit followed and 
in about 1844 Henry Heffner took over 
and ran the Circleville House for his 
father-in-law, George Riegel. It is 
believed that Mr. Heffner was its last 
landlord. 
Among the many other hotels in 
Circleville were Morgan’s Tavern, 


sometimes known as the Ohio House, 
kept by Gen. John Morgan, and The 
Red Lion Inn, afterwards called the 
Valley House, situated on S. Court St. 
at Mill St. The latter was said to be a 
popular place for the laboring class of 
people and those operating small 
farms. 
Mr. and Mrs. Patrick (the former 
Harriett Mason) purchased the half 
interest owned by Carl Mason in 
January of 1963 making them sole 
owners of the building. 
The well constructed building has 
possibilities of continuing to add to the 
history of Roundtown.

American Hotel Closing 
Ends Phase In History

American Hotel in Circleville has 
closed its doors bringing an end to 
another phase in the history of Cir­ 
cleville. 
Commonly called the American 
Hotel, it is the last hotel in the history 
of Roundtown to succumb to inevitable 
change. Its owners, the F. 0. Patrick 
family, find that increasing expenses 
and decreasing patronage has made it 
impossible to continue operation. 
Woodrow Wilson said “ Ix)cal history 
is like an inn upon a highway; it is a 
stage upon a far journey; it is a place 
the national history has passed 
through; there, mankind has stopped 
and lodged by the way.” 
The first building where the 
American Hotel now stands was a two- 
story frame and brick building 
operated in the early 1850’s by John 
Rodgers. His son, Philo W. Rodgers, 
later was the proprietor and during his 
ownership the building was moder­ 
nized, enlarged and made the best 
hotel in Circleville. 
At the death of Mr. Rodgers, his 
widow operated the hotel for many 
years. In 1881 William Roth and his 
brother, George, bought the property 
from Mrs. Rodgers and in 1882 tore 
down the old building and replaced it 
with a modem structure of 65 rooms 
and named it The New American 
Hotel. In 1913 Charles and D. Edward 
Mason purchased the hotel from the 
Roth heirs. 
In the 1800’s the best dinner or 
supper with a pint of beer cost the 
patrons 21 cents; second best, 15 cents; 
best breakfast with coffee, tea or 
chocolate, 13 cents, with good beer or 
cyder, 19 cents. 
The dining room was operated by 
many well known names in the history 
of Circleville. Charles Owens was one 
of the first and later Mr. and Mrs. Roy 
Gosnell spent many years there ser­ 
ving meals known for excellence. 
Those without reservations would wait 
in the lobby until they could be served 
and often disappointed to find they 
could not be served as the food supply 
had been exhausted or choices on the

menu diminished. l.aterthe restaurant 
was moved to E. Mound St. where it is 
currently owned and operated by Mr. 
and Mrs. Marty Sharrett. 
The stone foundation at the front of 
the hotel was kept when in the mid 
1950’s the front of the hotel was 
remodeled as it appears today. Also 
unchanged are the tile floor in the 
lobby and the iron columns at the front 
of the building where can be found 
plaques made by the Scioto Machine 
Works located on W. Main St. past 
Western Ave. The plaques were 
painted along with the columns and 
are not discernable to the casual 
passerby. 
Future plans for the vacated hotel 
are indefinite at the present time, 
however room groupings of furniture 
from Mason’s Furniture Store will 
probably be displayed in the lobby. 
The earliest tavern in this area of 
which any information is available 
was the Jefferson Inn, in the village of 
Jefferson, a town of about 400, which 
existed before Circleville was founded, 
located this side of the Circleville du 
Pont plant. Henry Neville, who 
founded the town in 1803, built the 
tavern and secured the service of a 
man named Brobst to operate it. 
Old records reveal that the first 
tavern in Circleville was kept by John 
Ludwig. The log house was built in 1810 
within the confines of the Indian earth­ 
works. The first license for keeping a 
tavern was issued to Charles Bodkins 
on July 25, 1810, by the Court of 
Common Pleas of Pickaway County. 
The Circleville House was one of the 
first of Circleville^ historic hotels and 
was located on E. Main St. and known 
as the Harsha House. It is said to have 
been in operation in 1820. 
In 1837 Jacob Gossler, a very 
popular Pennsylvania German, was 
the landlord and made the place 
famous for the excellent meals served 
his guests. Isaac Douthrit followed and 
in about 1844 Henry Heffner took over 
and ran the Circleville House for his 
father-in-law, George Riegel. It is 
believed that Mr. Heffner was its last 
landlord. 
Among the many other hotels in 
Circleville were Morgan’s Tavern, 


sometimes known as the Ohio House, 
kept by Gen. John Morgan, and The 
Red Lion Inn, afterwards called the 
Valley House, situated on S. Court St. 
at Mill St. The latter was said to be a 
popular place for the laboring class of 
people and those operating small 
farms. 
Mr. and Mrs. Patrick (the former 
Harriett Mason) purchased the half 
interest owned by Carl Mason in 
January of 1963 making them sole 
owners of the building. 
The well constructed building has 
possibilities of continuing to add to the 
history of Roundtown.

Food exports from the United 
States 
have 
undergone

dramatic change in the last 
several years. Nations which 


were 
buying 
little or none 
previously 
today 
are 
the 
biggest custom ers. Western 
Europe, 
which 
formerly 


depended heavily on the U.S. 
for a wide array of foodstuffs 
has 
wrapped

protective cloak which permits 


it to purchase U.S. gains and 
other foods at competitive 
prices only when it runs short. 
China, the Soviet Union and

The Yanks, who left about 15,000 
children behind them when they went 
home, have forgotten them — by and 
large. Many have been simply left on 
the doorsteps of To Am and other such 
places. 
“Altogether in our four houses, we 
have approximately 200 Vietnamese 
employed to care for the children, and 
their monthly salaries add up to about 
$6,000,” Miss Taylor wrote us during 
the holidays. 
“The economic situation here in 
Vietnam is deteriorating so rapidly 
that it appears the rate of aban­ 
donment will continue to increase. Not 
only are we trying to cope with more 
babies, but also we have to contend 
with skyrocketing prices and an in­ 
creased cost of living. The present 
calculation of our monthly expenses is 
about $17,500 which averages out at 
about $50 per month per child. (Ed. 
Note: 
The 
Saigon 
government 
provides a 15-cent-a-day allowance to 
its abandoned Children.) 
“Although most of our children will 
eventually be adopted, if they survive, 
the adoptive parents are not required 
to contribute to the support of their 
child while in the nursery. We prefer to 
depend on other friends for operational 
expenses, and we hope to be able to 
continue in this spirit.

Speaking Of Your Health

Is there a family tendency to 
varicose veins, or is it a coincidence 
that all the women in our family have 
them when they get older? 
Are there any new ways of treating 
varicose veins? 
Mrs. E. T.,N.C. 
Dear Mrs. T.: 
Varicose veins seem to be one of the 
penalties paid by man when he 
assumed a standing position in his 
evolution. Varicose veins do not occur 
in four-legged animals. 
Veins in the legs have within them 
tiny intricate valves to prevent back­ 
flow of the normal stream of blood as it 
goes to the heart. 
When these valves weaken or fail to 
function, the veins lose elasticity, and 
do not sustain the pressure of the 
blood. “Pooling,” or stagnation, of the 
blood results; the veins become 
distended, tortuous, or twisted. 
This is how varicose veins are 
produced in people whose work 
requires them to stand all day. 
In addition to the upright position, 
the pull of gravity, the pressure of 
pregnancy, and even tight garters 
burden the veins. 
There may be some congenital 
weakness of the veins’ walls or valves 


that accounts for the family tendency. 
In simple cases, elastic stockings, 
elevation of the legs and simple 
exercises are beneficial. 
In other cases, injection of special 
chem icals 
are 
used 
for 
small 
varicosities. 
Modern surgery has developed 
many new techniques that are 
remarkably safe and effective when 
simple coaservative measures have 
failed. 


My uncle has been told that he has 
polycythmia. Can you explain this 
blood condition to me? 
Miss B W., N.H. 
Dear Miss W.: 
Polycythemia is a disorder in which 
there is a marked increase of red blood 
cells that circulate in the blood. Its 
exact cause is unknown; it seems to 
affect males more than females. 
Various 
treatm ents, 
including 
radioactive phosphorous, are used. In 
addition, blood is removed at regular 
intervals to relieve the excess. This is 
known as “phlebotomy.” 
People with this condition can be 
sustained in good health when they are 
under constant supervision.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Lawrence J. 
Hogan, a Republican congressman 
from the M aryland suburbs of 
Washington, stands in the middle of a 
huge shopping mall hoping to learn 
what is on his constituents’ minds. 
The first person to approach him is a 
young girl looking for a job, the last a 
small boy asking for his autograph. In 
between, 13 people stop to shake 
hands, a dozen present personal or 
local problems they hope he can do 
something about. One calls for 
President Nixon’s impeachment. 
Hogan’s attempt to sample public 
opinion is being duplicated by mem­ 
bers of the House across the country 
during the recess before Congress 
reconvenes Jan. 21 and the impeach­ 
ment inquiry picks up speed. 
Like Hogan, other members are 
finding that people, although confused 
and concerned about much that is 
happening in America, are more inter­ 
ested in their own problems than 
Nixon’s, and see the energy crisis and 
its many aspects as the nation’s 
number one worry. 
Rep. Yvonne B. Burke, D-Calif., 
invites questions at a meeting of 
businessmen and city officials in 
Culver City and nobody mentions 
impeachment. 
Rep. Dan Rostenkowski, D-Ill., 
holding open house sessions at a 
storefront office on Chicago’s nor­ 
thwest side, finds that the only time his 
blue collar constituents will talk about 
Nixon is when they are asked. 
When impeachment does come up, 
reactions are varied. A woman tells 
Democratic Rep. John J. Flynt Jr., in 
his home town in Griffin, Ga., that he 
should vote against impeachment. “I 
don’t think he’s lily pure but I think 
they should get off the man’s back,” 
she says of Nixon. “I don’t think 
politics is so pure and clean that they 
can stand up there and stand aghast 
when something happens.” 
In Pierre, S.D., Rep. James Abdnor, 
a first-term Republican, finds his 
constituents fed up with Watergate but 
still wondering where it will lead. 
If members are learning little of how 
their constituents feel about im­ 
peachment, they are hearing plenty 
about the energy crisis, especially the 
gasoline shortage and the threat of ris­ 
ing unemployment.

“A lot of people I talk to don’t believe 
there is an energy crisis,” a farmer 
tells Georgia’s Flynt, and the theme is 
echoed across the country.

Health Maintenance 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Under a new 
law, more Americans will be able to 
pay doctors to keep them healthy, 
rather than paying for treatment when 
they are sick. 
The new law encourages de­ 
velopment of Health Maintenance 
Organizations, or HMOs. The goal is to 
give more people better health at 
lower cost. 
The new law authorizes a five-year, 
$375-million experimental expansion in 
the geographic spread of these group 
health plans, testing the impact in 
various urban and rural situations, 
covering large and small groups and 
providing several kinds of health serv­ 
ices. 
“ For the first time,” says Rep. Paul 
G. Rogers, D-Fla., a chief author of the 
law, “ we’ve initiated a program which 
puts the thrust on preventive medicine 
and also offers the physician financial 
incentives to keep people healthy in­ 
stead of just treating them when they 
are ill.” 
HMO is a relatively new name for a 
health-delivery concept growing out of 
America’s 40-year experience with 
prepaid group medical practice.

A. Members would have one-third 
representation on the policy-making 
body. They would hire doctors, make 
contracts to get hospital care, pay a 
regular monthly charge for health 
care, and the government would help 
the group get started. 
The members would get all of thei 
medical and surgical hospital services 
provided through the HMO. They and 
their colleagues would be represented 
on the governing boards and would be 
running the group. 
Q. What will happen after the five- 
year test? 
A. The law will expire, and Congress 
would consider whether to extend it 
after seeing if it is successful in 
lowering costs and increasing medical 
services.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Japan, a $3 
billion farm customer of the United 
States, 
is 
undertaking 
a 
new 
agricultural policy program aimed at 
producing more of its own grain and 
soybeans. 
But the Agriculture Department said 
today the expansion plan probably will 
not bite deeply into future U.S. sales to 
the Japanese market. 
Bruce L. Greenshields, a specialist 
in the Economic Research Service, 
said in a report published in a weekly 
issue of Foreign Agriculture that 
Japan initiated the new plan “ as a re­ 
sult of supply and price instability” for 
commodities in the world market. 
“ The goals for increasing self- 
sufficiency are limited to marginal 
needs and are not expected to curtail 
substantially the growth of markets 
for U.S. grains and oilseeds,” Green­ 
shields said. 


In the case of larger wheat output by 
Japanese farmers, the aim is to 
produce more of soft varieties used for 
making noodles. Greenshields said 
soybean production also will be 
stepped up.

C. William O’Neill, R-28 Columbus; 
Richard Celeste, D-5 Cleveland, and 
W. Ben Rose, R-64 Lima. 
Under the legislation, each state 
agency would be required to file a 
catalogue of its organization and an 
office listing where the public could 
seek information. “ Any identifiable 
document” as well as many internal 
working papers would have to be made 
public by state agencies. 
“ The legislation is needed to insure 
that the public’s right of access to 
information is protected as govern­ 
ment becomes larger and more 
complex,” Speck said. 
He added that an informed public 
and a vigorous news media are the 
best defenses against “ inefficiency, 
corruption or other abuse of office.” 
Materials to be released would in­ 
clude internal government opinions 
resolving a case, administrative staff 
manuals and instructions which affect 
the public, summaries of procedures 
used to grant licenses or other 
privileges to the public and listing of 
state employes temporarily doing 
consulting work or claim collections. 
Persons refused information could 
go to common pleas court, Speck said. 
The court could then cite offending 
officials for contempt. 
The bill only forbids release of 
personnel, credit, medical or law 
enforcement investigatory files.

Faulkner insisted he was not 
breaking away from the Unionist 
party. But some supporters were 
already talking about a “ New Unionist 
party’’ or “ Progressive Unionist 
party” of moderates that would break 
away from the hard-liners that now 
apparently have a majority on the 
party’s ruling council. 
The party vote last week specifically 
rejected Faulkner’s agreement at a 
conference in london last month to 
join Northern Ireland and the Irish 
Republic in a Council of Ireland. The 
council will have almost no power, but 
to the hardliners it represented the 
first step toward union with the South 
and Catholic domination.

“You want to go to these 
kids when they ’re fou r and 
fiv e and six y ears old, play 
for them, let them make u p 
their own minds whether they 
like jazz,’’ he say s. 
Hamilton, who has his own 
jazz q u intet as well as a su c­ 
cessfu l second career com­ 
posing commercial jingles for 
radio and TV ads, has been 
practicing what he preaches 
in New York’s elementary 
schools for sev eral 
y ears 
now. 
When a school req u ests it 
and his New York-based 
grou p has the time, Hamilton 
pu ts on mini-concerts for the 
y ou ngsters, u su ally du ring 
the lu nch hou r. 
“We go, I introdu ce the fel­ 
lows, I introdu ce their in­ 
stru ments and we let the kids 
hear what the different in­ 
stru ments sou nd like,’’ said 
Hamilton, whose q u intet does 
its thing with bass, dru ms, 


gu itar, alto sax aphone 
flu te. 
“ It’s a v ery informal 
thing,” he added. “When we 
play , we don’t play ‘down’ to 
them. We play ju st like we’d 
play any where else, althou gh 
once in a while we do play 
things that might be more 
familiar to them becau se 
they ’v e heard it on radio or 
telev ision. 
“ And those kids are fan­ 
tastic, m an, they ’re fan­ 
tastic.” 


The 52-y ear-old dru mmer, 
a nativ e of Los Angeles and a 
major figu re in the West 
Coast jazz mov ement u ntil he 
mov ed here in 19 6 6 , said he’ll 
probably start taping his 
children’s special this spring. 
The show will u se essen­ 
tially the same concept he’s 
u sed in the school concerts, 
Hamilton said, althou gh the 
q u intet may be au gmented by 
other instru ments identified 
with jazz, su ch as tru mpets 
and trombones, tenor and 
baritone sax aphones and so 
forth. 


Bu t in no way , Hamilton 
emphasized, will the show’s 
mu sical content be lowered to 
fit an adu lt’s idea of what 
appeals to y ou ng ears. 
“It’s not a q u estion of 
play ing down to them,” he 
said. “It’s a q u estion of 
play ing to them and in some 
instances play ing u p to them. 
“Becau se I’v e been finding 
that some of the most in­ 
telligent people I’v e had the 
opportu nity to play for in the 
last 10 y ears of my life hav e 
been these kids. They ’re 
something else.”

Hamilton, who has his own 
jazz quintet as well as a suc­ 
cessful second career com­ 
posing commercial jingles for 
radio and TV ads, has been 
practicing what he preaches 
in New York’s elementary 
schools for several 
years 
now. 
When a school requests it 
and his New York-based 
group has the time, Hamilton 
puts on mini-concerts for the 
youngsters, usually during 
the lunch hour. 
“We go, I introduce the fel­ 
lows, I introduce their in­ 
struments and we let the kids 
hear what the different in­ 
struments sound like,’’ said 
Hamilton, whose quintet does 
its thing with bass, drums,

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Woman Becomes 
M aritim e Cadet 


CASTINE, Maine (AP) — When the 
midshipmen of the Maine Maritime 
Academy pick up their mops to swab 
the decks, a woman will be pushing one 
of the swabs. 
Twenty-four-year-old 
Deborah 
Doane of Essex, Conn., Monday 
became the first female student in the 
30-year history of the academy. 
The University of Vermont graduate 
doesn’t see her enrollment as the end 
of a tradition, but as the first step 
toward fulfillment of a lifelong plan to 
go to sea. 
A second semester sophomore, Miss 
Doane is one of only a handful of 
women in maritime academies across 
the country. Last fall, Maine Maritime 
dropped its male-only requirement in 
accordance with a change in U.S. 
Maritime Administration regulations. 
For the next two and a half years 
she’ll train in all aspects of marine 
technology. Then, like all maritime 
graduates she’ll be obligated to accept 
a military service commission. She’s 
selected inactive Navv status. 


Although her official rank is mid- 
shipwoman third class, Miss Doane, a 
nautical science major, will be known 
as a “deckie.” 
She may not be one of the academy’s 
470 men, but she’ll be expected to 
perform like one. She’ll be a crew 
member on the annual cruise of the 
academy’s training vessel and she’ll 
drill and stand guard duty. 
“Actually, I’m looking forward to it. 
I need the discipline,’’ she said. “I 
expect to definitely keep up with the 
men.” 
An avid sailor since childhood, Miss 
Doane said she was determined to 
make the sea her career. After 
graduating from college in 1971, she 
skippered pleasure sailboats along the 
East Coast and in the Caribbean.

enrollment a step in her career, rather 
than a mark for women’s liberation — 
“I’m not a demonstrator. I am all for 
women going and doing what they 
want to do, but not just to demonstrate 
for the cause.”

The new conservative-controlled 
board Monday night rescinded 13 
contracts issued by a lame duck liberal 
board in its last meeting.

To New Ohio Ethics Board 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)- Three 
Republicans and three Democrats 
have been named by Gov. John J. 
Gilligan as the initial members of 
Ohio’s new State Ethics Commission. 
The commission was provided for 
under a new state law that prohibits 
conflicts of interest among public 
officials and provides for their 
removal for failing to comply. 
In naming the members Monday, the 
governor said they would unify “the 
hundreds of honest, dedicated public 
officials to rid government at all levels 
of those who would deceive the people 
of this state for their personal gain.” 
Under the code of ethics law, the 
commission can initiate and receive 
complaints, and conduct public 
hearings to determine whether to hand 
them over to the appropriate law en­ 
forcement agency. 
Gilligan named these Ohioans to 
staggered terms on the commission: 
James Slater Gibson, 72-year-old 
Toledo Republican who has practiced 
law in Toledo since 1930, to a one-year 
term. 
James C. Kirby Jr., Democrat and a 
45-year-old law professor at Ohio State 
University, Columbus, to a two-year 
term. 
E. W. Lampson, 69, Jefferson, long 


time Republican member of the Ohio 
House and publisher of the Jefferson 
Gazette, to a three-year term. 
Mrs. Barbara Rawson, Shaker 
Heights, Democrat, interim-director 
of the Greater Cleveland Associated 
Foundation, to a four-year term. 


Bruce I. Petrie, 47, a Republican and 
a member of the Cincinnati law firm of 
Graydon, Head & Ritchie., to a five- 
year term. 
The Rev. Robert A. Raines, 47-year- 
old Democrat, senior minister of the 
First Community Church in Columbus, 
to a full, six-year term. 


The commission will pick a chair­ 
man at its organizational meeting, 
expected later this month. Members 
will be reimbursed only for their ex­ 
penses. 


Gilligan pointed out that the com­ 
mission, in addition to its other duties, 
may recommend legislation regarding 
ethics, conflict of interest and financial 
disclosure, and render advisory 
opinions. 


He said the appointees represent 
“many walks of life in Ohio” and will 
be in a position “to contribute their 
own unique capabilities.”

senator, says a questionable fuel 
shortage is gouging Americans “who 
are getting a different story every day 
of the week.” 
The Geveland industrialist, con­ 
tinuing a tour of southwestern Ohio, 
told a gathering that “the American 
consumer is getting the short end of 
the stick.” 
If an excess profits tax were passed, 
Metzenbaum predicted “the fuel crisis 
would not be as much of a crisis.” 
Attacking the nation’s oil com­ 
panies, he said higher fuel prices won’t 
solve the shortage. 
He said

would 
favor 
gas 
rationing. 
Recently appointed by Gov. John J. 
Gilligan, Metzenbaum filled the 
vacated seat of former U. S. Sen. 
Willaim Saxbe, who became U. S. 
attorney general. 
Metzenbaum will be sworn in Jan. 21 
at the White House. In May he will face 
fellow Democrat John Glenn in the 
primary election. 
Blaming lack of confidence in 
President Nixon as a contributing 
factor to the decline of economy, 
Metzenbaum called for the President’s 
resignation. 
“I think this country is leaderless at 
the moment,” he said. 
Speaking earlier in Cincinnati, 
where he began his drive Monday with 
a hospital visit to U. S. Sen. Robert 
Taft Jr., Metzenbaum said his 
obligation to the U. S. Senate is of 
greater importance than his campaign 
for the primary. 
“I’m going to recognize that my first 
responsibility is my obligation in 
Washington,” he said. “I will attend 
committee meetings and I will vote. If 
my campaign suffers, so be it.”
